Claims Allowed 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

A catalyst including at least one hydro-dehydrogenating element chosen from the 
group formed by the Group VI B and Group VIII elements of the Periodic Table and a 
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substrate based on at least one zeolite and based on a silica-alumina matrix containing 
a quantity greater than 5% by weight and less than or equal to 95% by weight of silica, 
said catalyst having the characteristics as claimed in claims 1 and 12; and a 
hydrocracking and/or hydroconversion process for hydrocarbon feed stocks as claimed 
in claim 1 8 using the said catalyst is not taught or fairly suggested in the prior art.
